Reg ardless o f his attitude o n pro hibitio n, the 
av erag e v o ter has reaso n to be v ery g lad that the 
Beck-Linthicum bill to rev ise the pro hibitio n 
amendment is g o ing to co me up fo r a ro ll-call 
v o te in the Ho use o f Representativ es o n March 
14. 
There is no do ubt whatev er that the bill will 
be defeated. Ev en if it sho uld carry , it wo uld 
fail to win ratificatio n by the Senate. But that 
is no t the po int.

They are alway s willing to take a decisiv e 
stand o n any issue if they are sure that they 
kno w which wray mo st o f their co nstituents feel 
abo ut it.
